According to his 
plan, warfare would result in the 
substantial extermination of all 
who ventured to engage init. The 
inyentor describes his idea thus: 
“In a word, my scheme is to’ pro- 
duce artificial lightning. Thus far 
the experiments have been confined 
within narrow limits, but with the 
use of a small dynamo attached to 
my invention a slight shock can be 
produced, effective enough to kill 
the flies in a 20x20 room. 

“T claim, with the use of power- 
ful dynamos, under my plan, a 
flash. of lightning can be directed 
against an army a mile or mrore 
away, and, witheut injury to the 
party operating the gun, scatter 
death and consternation among 
the troops. With powerful dyna- 
mos thousands of soldiers can be 


killed at a flash, anda number of:

SHIP BUILDING. 


The State of Maine Coming to the 
Front Again. 

Shipbuilding on the Maine coast was 
more active during the past year than 
it has been since the palmy days before 
the war, when the fleet had the pick 
of the carrying trade. Yards which 
for years scarcely paid expenses are 
doing a thriving business, and others 
for long, deserted echo with strokes of 
adz and caulking mallet. Three- 
masted schooners of enormous size 
have been built in large numbers, four- 
masters, too, and now and ayain a 
noble five-master leaves the shores 
and blocks, and glides out intothe open 
sea. It is not long ago that a 1,000 tor 
schooner vas considered enormoug 
Now, a 1,500 ton is scarcely remarked. 
They are built up to 1,700 tons, and 
the keel of one which %s to measure 
1.800 tons was laid some time since at 
Bath. The advantage of the fore-and- 
aft rig is that it can be handled by a 
small force, the aid of steam winches 
being, of course, required to set the 
sails. All these big craft carry steam 
engines, used not only for hoisting sail 
and cargo, but as well for pnmping 
and setting anchors. The Muine ton- 
nage for 1889 was: | Bangor, 401; 
Bath, 24,586.89; Belfast, 4,599.66; 
Castine, 114.41; Frenchman’s Bay, 
50.05; Machias, 3,861.34; Portland, 
1,296.05 ; Waldoboro, 3,482; York, 99; 
total, 39,548.04. The outlook for this 
year is still more encouraging.

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BALD-HEADED DOCTORS. 


Advantages They Seem to Have Over 
Those with Thick Hair. 


The London Medical Press and Circu- 
lar has the following: ‘‘A medical corre- 
spondent contributes to a lay contem- 
porary some remarks upon his profession, 
which, although in séme respects con- 
taining a good deal of truth, are never- 
theless confessedly amusing. His main 
object in view is to show that he has 
made a gross mistake in joining the 
ranks of medicine, instead of investing 
his money, which had been spent upon 
his education, in some business concern- 
He describes himself as a failure, and 
‘his after having worked exceedingly 
aard at his profession. 

“The cause of his failure: he attrib- 
utes to the absence of two things, which 
are chiefly essential to sucoess in the 
medical profession. These, he asserts, 
are,in the first place, money, and,. in 
the second, a baid head. I have no 
money, and my hair is inconveniently 
thick. Incipient baldness gives the ap- 
pearance of a ‘high and dome-like fore- 
head,’ and inspires the ladies with con- 
fidence. The fortunate possessor of this 
beautiful feature is pronounced ‘very 
siever,’ which settles the matter. Be- 
sides, it is almost indispensable for a 
‘good bedside manner.’ All my medical 
friends who are getting on well have 
either money or bald heads; Jnost of 
them have both. 

“It is no doubt very much to the ad- 
vantage of a young practitioner to ex- 
hibit a ‘modern antique’ appearance, and 
nothing contributes so greatly to this 
and as a head which is innocent of hair. 
bere is a real commercial value in a 
bald head, and this valueis by no means 
confined to the medical profession. 
Whatever advantages, however, it may 
confer ona ‘business young man,’ to a 
medical mana fair estimate under fa- 
yvorable circumstances would be, at the 
lowest, five hundswed a year. The as- 
sumption of age and ripe philosophy 
which a man can safely indulge in whose 
hair follicles upon the topof his head 
have in early manhood undergone a proc-

is a matter of commonobseryation. The 
public are impressed by the appearance 
of things under these circumstances; a 
bald head will carry conviction to their 
minds when nothing else will, saving, 
perhaps, a flowing beard.

No 
one knows better the value of a baid 
head than he who possesses jt—at all 
events in medicine; but how strangely 
captious is nature, for while one man, 
greatly to his worldly prosperity, con- 
veniently finds his head becoming bald, 
another has to seek consolation where 
he can under the depressing circum- 
stances of knowir 7 that his head is the 
oniy place upon which he can not get 
hair to grow.” 


SIMPLE EXPERIMENTS. 


How to Make Hair Stand on End—Needles 
Made to Float. 

Get an ordinary tumbler filled to the 
brim with water and on it piace a sheet 
of paper so that the surface of the water 
may be completely covered. Now place 
one hand on the paper and with the 
other invert the glass. 
your hand from the paper and the wa- 
ter will not fall out, owing to the up- 
ward pressure of the atmosphere. 

Again, take a piece of thick brown 
paper about a foot square and heag it at 
the fire. When hot place it on the ta- 
ble and rub- it with a clothes brush for 
about half a minute. Then hold the 
brown paper over some small light bod- 
ies—little pieces of blotting paper will 
do—and: the light bodies will jump 
about in a most excited manner. 
If the brown paper be held over some- 
body’s head, several hairs will immedi- 
ately stand on their ends, greatly to the 
amusement of the gpectators. 

_ Another even more striking experi- 
ment, and not so generally known, ie 
performed as follows: Get any piece of 
wood, not too thick, about a foot long, 
and lay it on the table in such a position 
that half of it projects over the edge of 
the table. Place a broad book on that 
part of it which ison the table. Strike 
the projecting part of the wood sharply 
with a strong stick or a poker, and the 
piece of wood will smash in two. You 
should strike very sharply and without 
hesitation cr the experiment may fail, 
and your book and wood be hurled to 
the other side of the room. 

One more experiment is, perhaps, a 
little harder to perform than the pre- 
ceding, but I have seen several persons 
succeed with ease. Get aglass of water 
and a needle and try to make the needle 
float. All that is required isa little 
skill. In the same way ordinary nibs 
san be floated in water. If you havea 
magnet—a penny one will do—and rub 
it on the needle before the latter is 
placed in the water, it will point likea 
compass to the magnetic pole when 
fidating, no matter what way it may 
point when first placed in the liquid.

Powerful Water-Wheel. 

The largest quartz-mill in the world 
is that of the Treadwell minein Alaska. 
The motive power is supplied by .one 
seven-foot waterwheel, which runs the 
240 stamps, ninety-six concentrators, 
twelve ore crushers, etc., .exerting a 
power equal to 500-horse power. The 
wheel operates under a pressure of 490 
feet, making 235 revolutions and using 
630 cubic feet of water per minute. The 
nozzle is 3.31 inches in diameter. With 
a 4-inch nozzle this wheel will work up 
to 735-horse power. It weighs but 800 
pounds, and the entire equipment, in- 
cluding shafts, pulleys, boxes, @tc., not 
over 4,000 pounds. A steam machinery
